Berlin, Yesterday. 
Government has struck a heavy blow against 
Hitler and the Nazis by the issue of a proclamation 
ordering the dissolution of Hitler's private army. 


HAMBURG INCIDENT... 


which has exactly the same 
liberty of action as all other 
parties. 


Nazi ktorm-troops ave to be 
dissolved by virtue of an Article 
of the Constitution empowering 
the President to take measures 
to restore order, if necessary by 
foree of urms, if the public safety 
is endangered. 


The decree states, that mem- 
bers of the Government unani- 
mously recommend the dissolu- 
tion, which is to apply to all Nazi 
military organisations. Anyone 
continuing membership of such 
organisations will be punished 
with at least a month's imprison- 
ment. o : 

It is officially explained that 
the existence of such organisa- 
tions might lead to conditions 
similar to civil war, so Govern- 
ment is determined to intervene 
ruthlessly with all means at its 
disposal against any such effort 
to create a state within the 
State, and is convinced that in 
this respect it will be supported 
by the majority of the German 
people.

Cologne, Yesterday. 

The Rhineland, and Westpha- 
lian police are, already enforcing 
the anti-Nazi decree. They are 
closing down several Nazi head- 
quarters and impounding docu. 
ments and correspondence. No- 
where fave any disturbances oc- 
curred. 

Nazis, almost everywhere, have 
been surprised by the execution 
of the anti-Nazi decree, but re- 
sistance was offered in only a 
few places, for example, in Ham- 
burg, where the Police found 
Nazi headquarters filled with 
tear gas.and had to smash .win- 
dows before they could enter. 
Five arrests were made, 

Nazis lege that the Police 
exceeded _ their competency, 
searched and closed down not 
only storm-troops’ barracks but 
Nazis’s political offices, and ar- 
rested Nazi members of the 
Reichstag and Diet, arid .alao 
seized Nazi election material. —

Buenos Aires, Yesterday 

The rain of ashea. from vol- 
canoes in the Andes cease! to fall 
in Argentine territory where 
the direction of the wind chang- 
ed to south-east, 

It is officially declared that 
there have been no fatalities and 
no material damage has ‘been 
done. 

A prominent Argentine geo- 
logist expresses: the opinion that 
now there is no possibility of an 
earthquake, as an enormous 
quantity of volcanic ash has been 
thrown up. This represents the 
water -products of the volcanic 
safety-valve which removes the 
danger of violent earth tremors. 

Other experts are of the opin- 
ion that the volcanic ash is‘ harm- 
less and will prove very usefal in 
the manufacture of cement, etc. 

Meanwhile,’ peoople in 
affected region are calm, and the 
railways sre working normally 
once more.—Reuter’a American 
Service.
